Twelve Thousand Mea to March in 
Civic Division.

Supreme Court Says Women 
Cannot Vote in that State. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 25.—The Su­ 
preme court on 
W ednesday 
decided 
th a t under the 
present 
constitution 
women cannot vote in Indiana. 
The 
case decided is the one which Mrs. H el­ 
en M. Gougar of Lafayette appeared as 
an advocate last week. 
In answ er to th e contention th a t 
women are unrepresented by the bal­ 
lot, the court holds th at suffrage does 
not exist for the benefit of the individ­ 
ual, but for the benefit of the state it­ 
self; th at the choice of public officers 
and the decision of public questions is 
a m atter of public and general concern, 
and to be settled ith reference to the 
public interests, and not w ith 
refer-, 
ence to private and individual inter­ 
ests; th at th e right of suffrage is, there­ 
fore, not a natural righ' to be exer­ 
cised subject only to rest 
Mon, but is 
a civil right, to be exer 
d only by 
those to whom it has b t a expressly 
granted by positive law.

Mr Pettigrew Attacks the Memories of

COMPROMISE IS AGREED UPON 
AT MADISON. 


More Trouble in De Kalb County. 
Butler, Ind., Feb. 25.—A nother sensa­ 
tion was sprung in the De K alb county 
shortage case W ednesday by the arrest 
of ex-Deputy A uditor F rank Dills of 
Auburn on the charge of forging a 
county order. 
His m other furnished 
bail. 
Dills has been in the auditor’s 
office for a num ber of years. Already 
a shortage of over $3,000 has been 
found in the various county offices of 
the past six years, and it is claimed 
turther investigation will reveal nearly 
as much more. 


W ashington, Feb. 23.—A sensational 
episode occurred in the senate W ednes­ 
day during the consideration of the In­ 
dian bill. Several of the New England 
senators had criticised various items. 
This aroused Mr. Pettigrew (S. D.), in 
charge of the bill, to some caustic re­ 
citals of barbarities practiced against 
Indians in M assachusetts in the early 
days. The blackest day in the history 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, declared Mr. 
Pettigrew , was th a t of M assachusetts’ 
treatm ent of the Indians. No chapter 
in the history of slaveland in darkest 
Africa was as black as the action of 
M assachusetts, asserted the senator. 
Mr. H oar (Rep., Mass.) made an ear­ 
nest protest, declaring th a t Mr. 
tti- 
grew had been misled by false re; orts. 
Thereupon Mr. Pettigrew drew forth 
a m ass of historical detail and 
read 
circum stantial accounts of early atroc­ 
ities against the Indins in M assachu­ 
setts. 
Senators H oar and Lodge of M assa­ 
chusetts followed with evident disap­ 
proval, and made frequent interrup­ 
tions. 
A ttention was diverted by a state­ 
m ent from Mr. Allison, chairm an of the 
appropriation committee, who sounded 
another w arning as to the status of ap­ 
propriation bills. 
Beginning to-day, 
the senate would have to sit until l l 
or 12 a t night every day until March 4. 
Even then the six bills now 
behind 
could receive only one day each. 
The postoffice appropriation bill was 
reported and placed on the 
calendar. 
A disagreem ent on the arm y appropria­ 
tion bill was reported and a further 
conference ordered. A conference re­ 
port on the bill am ending the tim ber- 
culture laws was agreed to. 
Mr. M orrill (Vt.) withdrew his no­ 
tice of a speech on the Cuban ques­ 
tion to-day, owing to the pressure of 
appropriation bills, some of which, he 
feared, m ight not get through.

“All lands

Dakota, Utah and M ontana reserved 
and set apart by executive orders and 
proclam ations 
of Feb. 22, 
1897, are 
hereby restored to the public domain 
and open to settlem ent, occupation and 
entry under the land laws of the U nit­ 
ed States, the same as though said ex­ 
ecutive order and proclam ation had not 
been made.”

Terms Will Be Announced In the British 
Parliament. 


London, Feb. 25.11George J. Goschen, 
first lord of the adm iralty, has an­ 
nounced th a t the powers had arrived 
at an agreem ent 
concerning 
Crete, 
which, he said, Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Balfour would explain in parliam ent 
to-day.

Olga, who was an honorary adm iral of 
the Russian fleet, has sent the insignia 
back to St. Petersburg, declaring that 
she cannot hold rank in a fleet that 
fired on the Creeks.

p. rn. 
Called to order by Robert More, chair­ 
man. 
Roll Call. 
Members all present except Flagg, 
Godfrey and Mel tines. 
Quorum present. 
Supervisor Onsgard moved that the 
clerk be directed to deliver to Henry 
Tarrant, the retiring county treasurer, 
the order drawn in favor of the count}' 
treasurer for salary for the month of 
June. 
Carried. 
Superintendent Ross, of the 1st. Supt. 
District, submitted his annual report as 
follows: 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors 
of Rock County. 


G e n t l e m e n :—Herewith I very 
re­ 
spectfully submit for your considera­ 
tion my special report as required by 
Art. 5, of Sec. 4G1, It. S. 
For eight 
years I have annually, in the month of 
January, submitted to this body of Hon­ 
orable Gentlemen, a special report, set­ 
ting forth my best thoughts, feebly 
expressed in words, relative to tho exist­ 
ing conditions of the public schools in 
the first Supt. Bist. of Rock county 
Another year closes. 
W hat does the 
balance sheet show ? 
Our teaching force at the present 
time 
is comprised 
of 
105 
persons. 
Eleven are employed at Evansville, ten 
ar Edgerton, two at Orfordville, two at 
Footville, two at Fulton and one in each 
of the 78 rural dstricts. 
We are gratified to report that the 
most of our teachers are employed for 
the entire school year for the 
same 
school. 
This assures a continuity of 
work in the several branches taught and 
gives more satisfactory results than the 
long established system 
of changing 
teachers once or twice each year. 
Dur­ 
ing the last school year public teachers 
examinations were held nine times, last 
ing two days each, at which one hun 
dred and eighty-one applicants presented 
themselves. 
Three 
private 
examina­ 
tions were held at this office. 
One hun­ 
dred and forty-four were granted certifi­ 
cates aud thirty-seven, or twenty-six 
per cent, were refused. 
Eleven of this 
number were granted six months' cer­ 
tificates because of their immature age 
and experience. 
Several of these were 
licensed twice during the year, so that 
fewer than 140 persons were licensed to 
teach. 
Of these twenty-four were males 
a number of whom 
only desired 
to 
teach during the winter terms, the bal­ 
ance of the year being taught by ladit 
who did not care to teach in the win­ 
ter. 
From Hies'' figures you can readily see 
that we really had only one teacher for 
each school and a very small surplus 
from which to draw in case of vacan­ 
cies. 
Possibly some may inquire why 
this great decrease in the number of 
teachers. 
We answer, the best are none 
too good for Rock County, aud we have 
made the examinations so rigid that 
many young girls and boys, who, while 
they may know the rules of the book, do 
not possess tile judgement and developed 
reasoning powers which fit them to be 
the sole educational guides of our chil­ 
dren. 
Others, whose highest ambition 
has been for years, to get in have been 
obliged to seek other fields and pastures 
green in which to display their talents. 
As a conge juence our teaching is of a 
higher order. 
Tile result of the fore­ 
going is very satisfactory to 
actual 
teachers iii that withstanding the hard , 
times the avenge monthly salary is, for 
males ($47.70) and for females ($29.70) 
this is a very marked increase over last 
year. 
Years of experience and observa­ 
tion has convinced us that those who 
spend much time and money in attend­ 
ing schools, specially 
instituted 
for 
training teachers, must be given the 
preference. 
A p p a r a t u s—As to apparatus, a some­ 
what better policy prevails than former­ 
ly. and yet I feel it my duty to state 
th at few of our schools are supplied 
with apparatus adequate for elFective 
work. 
Our teachers are, as a class, 
earnest, zealous and intelligent. 
Most of 
them have received special training in 
the use of helpful appliances, either at 
the Normal school or in the institute; 
hut, on entering the school room, they 
find little besides the text books with 
which lo carry on their work. 
Hence, 


a vast deal of misspent energy char­ 
acterizes their etTo is before their classes, 
in their endeavor to illustrate the sub­ 
jects which can only be explained by the 
use of suitable materials. 
A set of wall 
maps, a reading chart and blackboard 
are indisp* nsible. 
All the schools now 
have a library, hut few indeed have a 
book case. 
I specially urge that all 
district boards provide, at once, a place 
for books when not in use, where they 
may be kept from dust, Hies, smoke *fcc. 
T ext books—Twelve districts now fur­ 
nish the use of text books free to pupils. 
Wherever this system has been adopted, 


the total amount paid out for furniture 
and apparatus was$1,523.47. 
Nearly all 
of our school houses are now provided 
with modern desks. 
There is still need 
of better black-boards and good outline 
maps. 
Some of our school boards have 
made the mistake of purchasing what 
may be termed special apparatus, suita 
hie only for one branch of study instead 
of providing supplies for general use. 
I 
recommend to the boards that they deal 
directly with 
reliable 
school supply 
houses and save the commission paid to 
the agents.

Out-iiousks—I regret that we must 
again allude to the deplorable condition 
of out-houses. 
Former suggestions on 
this topic will apply now. 
District 
boards know our views and remedies, 
but in most cast's pass them by unheed­ 
ed. 
Why intelligent, refined parents 
will permit pupils of both sexes to use 
the same out-house, or allow two out­ 
houses to stand within a few feet of each 
other with no screen between, or the 
open dtiors to face each other, or to face 
the public street, are questions that are 
simply unanswerable. The demoralizing 
effectsare wonderful. I suggest that this 
board at this meeting pass a resolution 
requesting our legislature to pass such 
laws as shall make these conditions im­ 
possible. 
AU but six of the schools observed 
Arb<»r Day. 
The whole number of pupils of school 
age is 4.763. 
The entire cost of running 
the schools was ($38,000) thirtv-eight 
thousand dollars, or eight dollars per 
pupil. 
T eachers R eports—By a system of 
reports which we require from every 
country teacher, we are enabled to de­ 
termine many important facts, among 
which are the following: The names 
and ages of all the pupils in the schools; 
what studies each pupil persms each 
term and what text book he uses; what 
pages he canvassed in each hook and 
his standing in each branch; whether 
he is prepared to g » on, or if he ought 
to review any subject; whether he is 
regular in attendance and when he will 
probably complete the course ot study 
prescribed for country schools. 
By pos­ 
sessing this knowledge, we are enabled 
to advise teachers concerning certain 
pupils, which we could not otherwise 
do. 
Many teachers, especially begin 
liers, do more thorough work than if 
tiles*' reports were not required. 
W h a t I h a v e b e h n d o i n g — Besides a 
large amount of other work I have, sine* 
my last report, made two hundred and 
twenty official visits; traveled by rail 
road, six hundred miles on educational 
errands; driven 
twenty-four hundred 
miles; attended ten commencement ex­ 
ercises; settled a num b-r of neighborhood 
q u a r r e ls in schools; framed and mailed 
questions for final examinati ms in all 
the 
country 
schools; 
prepared pro­ 
grammes for and attended institutes and 
teachers meetings; made an annual and 
an extended special report to the State 
Supt.; written nine hundred 
letters; 
directed and mailed in the way of pos­ 
tal cards, programmes, diplomas, di­ 
ploma questions, ciiculars, certificates, 
classification, reports, notices Ac, 3,OOO 
parcels; prepared for schools and teach­ 
ers examinations several hundreds of 
questions; given three private examina­ 
tions; held nine public examinations of 
two days each; written 144 certificates 
iii duplicate; and examined, recorded 
results and filed examination papers to 
the amount of 7,200 pages of legal cap 
paper. 
Co nclusio n—Perm it me to state in 
conclusion that the schools are in a 
prosperous condition. 
By frequently 
sending circular letters, and by private 
conversation with our patrons we advise 
people as hest we can. 
All patrons should visit their schools 
often, advise and encourage their teach­ 
ers, look after the welfare of their chil­ 
dren and by all means if petty difficul­ 
ties exist between families of the same 
district, do not allow them to interfere 
with the interest of the school. 
I ad­ 
vise school officers to study the school 
code and thoroughly inform themselves 
on their duties.

L. 1>. Harvey, of th** Milwaukee Normal

The teachers pronounce this the hest 
institute held in the county for years. 
Many of our teachers attended a joint 
institute of the county and city of !>**- 
loit held a ’ th** High school building in 
Beloit Get. 16 and 17. 
This institute 
was conducted by Profs. Cheeker, of 
Milwaukee, and Hutton, of Whitewater 
and was a success both in work and in 
point of numbers in attendance.

extra expanse of the institutes was met 
by the “ Dollar Tax ” upon applicants 
for certificates. 
This law works admirably lessening 
th** number of applicants for certificates 
of the 3rd grad**, and increasing the 
number of applicants for 2nd and 1st 
grades, besides providing for improved 
work and more of it iii our institute. 
I desire to call attention to one more 
point before closing.

years was passed almost unanimously by 
the county Superintendents in their con­ 
ference at Milwaukee. Dec. 30. 
It has 
received the sanction 
of 
the State 
Teachers’ Association, and an etfort will 
be made for the passage of a hill to that 
effect. 
Will you not make an eifort 
with your members to secure their sup­ 
port for this measure. 
It wiil be an act 
of justice to 
the mature experienced 
teacher and will raise the standard of 
work in our schools.
